The following table indicates the amount and increase of 
taxable property in the Commonwealth from year to year, for 
the decade ending with 1873 : — 
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In view of the increasing amount of taxable property in the 
Commonwealth, I beg leave again to call attention to its very 
unequal distribution, in reference to taxation for state and 
county purposes. It will be seen by an examination of the 
valuations of the cities and towns for the last two or three 
years, that the increase of property in the State, as a whole, 
is really confined to a comparatively few commercial and 
manufacturing towns and cities, and places in their immediate 
vicinity, or of easy access to their inhabitants for permanent 
or temporary residences. In these places the value of real 
estate rises, and wealth in every other form accumulates with 
great rapidity ; while there is another class of towns — ^not a 
small class numerically — in which many fall far short of the 
average increase ; others remain about stationary, and more than 
eighty towns have actually diminished in taxable property 
since the last general valuation, some of them very materially. 
Under these conditions, taxation must soon become — has al- 
ready become — unequal, and therefore unjust. It can be 
equalized only by an early re-valuation, and with the constant 
and frequently sudden changes in the wealth of the cities and 
towns relatively to each other, can be kept nearly equal only 
by a frequent application of the same remedy. 

The taxes have been paid with a promptness which, con- 
sidering the scarcity of money during the months of Novem- 
ber and December, when they became due, is quite remark- 
able. The state tax was on the 1st of January all paid, with 
the exception of $2,550, due from the following towns : —

As was anticipated, the amount received during the last 
year, under the operation of the amended bank tax law, is 
•considerably greater than that received the previous year, 
under the law as it then stood.

These amounts do not represent precisely the results of 
each year's tax, as there are always some matters to be ad- 
justed at the end of each year. It is probable that the 
amount given above for the present year will be reduced 
from this cause some thirty thousand dollars, which is the 
amount of re-imbursement to charitalje and religious socie- 
ties, and the amounts of contested claims between towns and 
cities, which amounts rest temporarily in the treasury of the 
State until a final disposition of them is made. 

Much less dissatisfaction has been expressed with the opera- 
tion of the present law during the last year, than with the 
law as it stood the previous year. I have no change to 
recommend in its provisions. 

Corporation Tax Law. 

The corporation tax furnishes a somewhat diminished 
revenue for the last year, as compared with the previous 
year. This is due in part to the diminution of capital by the 
extinguishment of the stock insurance companies located in 
Boston ; and to a considerable extent to the increased invest- 
ment, by several of the railroad companies, in real estate 
subject to local taxation. It seems probable that the limit of 
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reduction due to such causes has been reached, and that for 
the future an increased amount may be expected as the result 
of the law.

The above amounts represent the actual receipts and pay- 
ments during the financial year, and necessarily include a 
considerable sum collected since December firs^ which 
belongs to cities and towns, and will be paid to them during 
the coming month. 

Making allowance for this amount, and for the amount 
paid during the year on account of collections of previous 
years, the net financial gain to the State is about $325,000.00. 
Against last year's amount of $371,000.00. 

The operation of the law continues to be satisfactory, so far 
as known, to the corporations and their stockholders, and 
•secures a proper share of revenue for public purposes.

Ail which is provided for by sinking funds, without recourse 
to revenue or taxation, except a balance of the State Alms- 
house Loan, which the sinking fund established for its re- 
demption will fail to meet, into about $6,000.

"head money" by alien passengers, upon the receipts of 
which this sinking fund was partially predicated. For the 
above deficiency no provision is made.

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The entire indebtedness of the State is shown in the fore- 
going table, with the exception of warrants remaining in the 
treasury uncalled for, and therefore unpaid, a detailed account 
of which will be found near the close of this Report, amount- 
ing to $32,629.60, and interest due on loans and uncalled for, 
amounting to $8,342.50.
